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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


In presenting again the annual report of our schools, it 
gives us pleasure to be able to say that with the exception of a 
few weeks in the Chesham school they have enjoyed a year of 
eeneral prosperity. | 

With the closing of the school year in June, we found it 
necessary to hire an entirely new corps of teachers. All the 
teachers secured came with excellent recommendations and 
qualified for the work. In each case they proved equal to the 
work for which they were engaged. At the close of the eighth 
weck the teacher at Chesham resigned to accept a position in 
her home town in Massachusetts. This left us without a teacher 
for a time when it was extremely difficult to fill the vacancy and 
much valuable time was lost before a teacher equal to the re- 
quirements of the school could be found. 

The school at Eastview having become reduced in numbers 
so much as to be unwise to maintain it longer at the present 
time, it was closed January tenth, an arrangement with Dublin 
to send the three scholars there until it would seem advisable 
to again open this school. 

We believe that the faithful and conscientious discharge of 
duty on the part of the teachers has been the rule and not the 
exception. We are also pleased to bear witness of the good 
behavior of our scholars. No instance of willful disobedience 
or insubordination has been reported to the board, and at our 
visits to our several schools during the year the good order gen- 
erally manifested and the kind and cordial relations existing 
between teachers and scholars afforded us gratification. 
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One of the evils of our schools is the lack of punctuality in 
attendance, an evil to which we would earnestly call the atten- 
tion of all the parents. Parents should be interested enough to 
have their scholars attend regularly, not go two or three days 
and then stay out a week, but attend every day unless detained 
at home on account of sickness. 

While we can see chances of improvement we think our 
schools compare favorably with others similarly situated, and 
are making a fair and steady advance in the direction of thor- 
ough and uniform work. 

Under the new apportionment the school district is re- 
quired to raise for schools, $1,042.50. In order to obtain state 
aid the tax for school purposes must be $3.40 on a thousand dol- 
lars of equalized valuation, making it necessary for us to raise 
by taxation a total of $2,268. 

We make the following financial estimates for the needs of 
the schools for a school year of thirty-six weeks.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Harrisville School Committee: 


Gentlemen :—This report of my work as school superin- 
tendent for the year 1913-14 takes up briefly several matters re- 
lating to the new schedule of work, the equipment, the schol- 
astic work of the schools, teachers’ meetings and other helps, 
parents’ associations and data collected from the teachers. 


A NEW OUTLINE. 


Among the recommendations of last year we mentioned 
the need of an outline of work which would make it possible 
for each pupil, even in the mixed schools, to pursue a steady, 
progressive course from year to year, and yet enable the teach- 
er to combine classes so as to make five, instead of eight, the 
maximum number of divisions in any school. Such a schedule 
has now been prepared, printed and placed in the schools as a 
working outline. Copies will be furnished parents on request. 
This pamphlet lists all the books and topies to be covered in a 
given period. It provides against the omission of important 
material and the needless repetition of books or subjects al- 
ready mastered, regardless of changes in school or teachers. 
When marked by ‘the instructor it becomes a report showing 
where each class stands in the course—what has been done and 
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what remains to do. Such reports are sent in by all teachers 
from time to time, and make possible much more complete 
supervision and direction than is possible with only personal 
visits and directions to go by. The writer believed this to be 
of real importance, as it puts. the work of the schools for the 
first time on an orderly and systematic basis. In this connec- 
tion it should be remembered that to make the work of the first 
year effective, beginners should only be admitted at the com- 
mencement of the fall term, otherwise there are bound to be 
as many first year classes as there are dates of entrance. 


EQUIPMENT. 


Our stock of text books has been made much more com- 
plete than it was last year. Much of the new material was 
bought to fill out a supply of kinds already in use. A few new 
kinds have been added where it seemed advisable. The Stone- 
Millis arithmetics, Montgomery’s Elementary history and a 
number of new primary readers are among the new titles. The 
books at Eastview have been sent to Chesham where some of 
them were badly needed. 

With the installation of screens or jacket for the stove at 
Chesham, a sanitary seat with spring hinge for boys’ closets, an 
additional supply of wall maps and a little more blackboard 
we shall have practically everything recommended by the 
state department in the ‘‘Suggested minimum schoolroom 
equipment for elementary schools.’’ 

The heating conditions in the Harrisville school are a seri- 
ous impediment to good work and a grave danger to the health 
of the pupils. If the loss in time due to sickness, to uncom- 
fortable working conditions and to waste in fuel could be 
aceurately computed it would make the cost of an efficient sys- 
tem of heating seem small by comparison. On one of the 
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writer’s visits to this building, the thermometer in the lower 
room stood at 40 degrees. The temperature in the upper hall- 
-way at the same time was over 80 degrees. There was fire 
enough in the furnace to heat half as much more space com- 
fortably, and yet the glass in one of the rooms could not be got 
much above freezing. Asa heater, the present furnace is 
inefficient. Jt is not an entire success as an ornament. ‘Two 
new patent room heaters designed for schoolrooms, simple 
enough for a boy to operate, would provide adequate heat and 
thorough ventilation at greatly reduced cost. They could be 
bought and installed for about a hundred dollars. 

A good deal has been and is being done by teachers and pu- 
pils in the way of rebinding and repairing books. All new 
books are given a coat of spar varnish on the outside, which 
makes them germ, dirt and water proof and more durable and 
attractive. ; 


SCHOLASTIC WORK. 


The work has been seriously hampered in two schools by 
the broken attendance. In one school this is largely due to 
heating conditions and in the other to needless, illegal absence. 
This absence ought, of course, to be taken care of by the 
parents, and if they refuse, by the board’s own truant officer ; 
otherwise it becomes the duty of the state department to ap- 
point a truant officer as. provided by law and pay his salary 
from the funds of the district. The importance of steady 
attendance cannot be made too plain. A pupil who is out for 
a day loses not only that day’s work but all that part of the 
next day’s that depends upon it. 

The inspection form mentioned last year is still in use. I 
am glad to report improvements in the following items: Pro- 
grams, plan books, drawing, composition, geography, music, 
corrections, cleanliness, methods, speed, recitations and care of 
supphes. 
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Special emphasis is placed on English as one of the prinei- 
pal subjects in all grades. Some improvement is noted,: but 
much remains to be accomplished to bring our pupils up to the 
standards of style and technic that are found in the best schools 
elsewhere. ) 

The work in Chesham has been much broken up by changes 
in teachers, fortunate and unfortunate. The teacher employed 
at the beginning of the year was offered a place in a fine city 
system and we were left at rather a disadvantage in choosing 
a competent successor. The work now, however, is much more 
satisfactory. ; 

The teachers in all buildings have done something in both 
music and drawing. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS AND OTHER HELPS. 


During the summer vacation a two weeks’ meeting for the 
teachers of the district was held in Marlboro. Of the 49 teach- 
ers in attendance, two were from Harrisville. 

No other meetings have been held this year except a gen- 
eral meeting in Marlboro, conducted by the state department. 
A number are scheduled for the spring term, with the following 
topics: 

Taylor’s principles of scientific management and their 
schoolroom application. 

Vizual mathematics. 

New light on the psychology of interest, with devices. 

Teaching how to study, with seat work devices for grain- 
mar grades. 

In addition to the printed matter mentioned last year, the 
writer has prepared and distributed 25-page booklets on Test 
Questions for Grades 7 and 8, Memory Selections for Primary. 
Grades and Primary Seat Work. 

With a view to stimulating interest in neighboring schools

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and in the good ideas of other teachers, the writer has col- 
lected samples of pupils’ work and passed them on to other 
places. Teachers are thus able to keep somewhat in touch with 
each other and to judge their own by others’ standards. 


AN EXCHANGE. 

In educational circles, a good deal has been said recently 
about ‘‘surveys’’ or investigations of a city’s school system by 
a corps of outside experts who study the various schools in 
detail with a view to measuring their actual efficiency. Some- 
thing of the advantages of a survey might be secured in a rough 
way by having two superintendents change towns, and each 
make a report on conditions as he finds them in his neighbor’s 
territory. At least the scheme would afford an interesting 
elimpse at the situation from another’s standpoint. Plans are 
under way in this town for such an exchange for a short time 
with a neighboring superintendent. 


A PARENTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Whatever the system and methods in vogue, and whoever 
is chosen to administer them, the final burden of responsibility 
rests with the citizens.- The schools will be about as good as 
the people demand, and about as poor as the people will 
tolerate. Officials, teachers and pupils must feel that fine work 
is understood and appreciated and that poor work is recognized 
and meets with disfavor, if all are to be kept up to a maximum 
of efficiency. Mere fault-finding does not usually accomplish 
much, especially the kind that springs from personal dislike, 
natural suspicion or poor digestion. But a constructive interest 
that 1s willing to spend a little time in studying educational 
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matters, to learn what can be done, and what ought to be done 
and to lend support to the wisest and best means of improve- 
ment can accomplish more than any other factor in school 
administration. 

With the hope of interesting parents and others in an 
organization for the study and improvement of the schools, we 
have sent circulars to a number of the citizens describing the 
purpose of such an association and inviting their cooperation. 
‘School improvement’’ or ‘* Parent-teacher’’ societies, meeting 
once a term or oftener to hear speakers and discuss educational 
topics have been of great interest and service in other jarts of 
the state, and are likely to accomplish as much here. Consider- 
able outside talent is available for such meetings. There are 
always local topics that come in for attention. If the gatherings 
did no more than bring teachers and parents together for a 
few minutes’ discussion of their common problem, the work 
would be worth the effort. As fast as there seems to be 
interest enough manifested in the various neighborhoods, 
meetings will be scheduled and societies organized. 


TEACHERS’ REPORTS. 


The following reports recently filled out by the teachers 
for the last two terms may be of interest: 

How many eases of absence have you had that you know or 
suspect were illegal (not due to physical or mental inability of 
pupil to attend)? One reports 51; one, none; one, nothing 
reported. 

How many of these were reported to the truant officer? 
One reports 1; two, none. 

How many of these were investigated by him and reported 
back to you? One reports 1; others, none. 

How many cases of tardiness have you had this year? One 
reports 27; one, 14; one, 5. 
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Estimate the number of these that would have been easily 
avoidable? One reports 7; one, 3; one, ‘‘reasons sufficient to 
justify tardiness.’’ 

What pupils have been to school a whole term without 
being absent or tardy?
